To the Common Council

Gentlemen and Mrs . Fay : 

I am submitting for introduction at your meeting tonight 
three ordinances which deal with the question of pornography. 

Each of the ordinances attacks the question in a differ- 
ent manner and they represent the thinking of civic groups 
and the legal profession on different points of law. 

The submission of three ordinances dealing with one sub- 
ject is somewhat unusual. However, I hope that through the 
process of public hearings and technical advice, the City 
Council will be able to pass these measures in a form that 
will give Fort Wayne a reasonable and enforceable set of laws. 

The City legal department has fully researched all as- 
pects of the state and federal laws, and court decisions, and 
Associate City Attorney, Robert E. Meyers, has advised me 
that these ordinances all have been approved for introduction.
